HISTORY. 


The district i singularly devoid of olijects of antiqanrian 
interest, ‘The antiquities of Janor are described by General Cun- 
hinghion iin his Rechawlegicil Surrey Koports (xtY 67—it}, Tn 
the Ayin Albert, Forogopore is mentioned ne dhe centre of a large 
far wa attached to the Siba of Multin, and paying « revenue of 
: ro.404 dims, eqnivalent to Rs 250,085, Another parpena 
hientioned in! the same work, that of Mubhammadot, is probably te 
‘be identified with the modern Mamdot, and would therefore fall 
Within the boumlary of the present district. The revenue of this 
fergana, va piven in the Avian Abdar?, amounted to )402 444 
dims, equivalent to Its. 87,311. The fort of Ferozepore has an 
tifpearance of great antijnity, and is stated to have been tlle 
in the time of Ferue Shia Emperor of Delhi, from a.p. 1851 
fo 1587. Nothing more than a mound surmounted by a 
Muhomomday tomb nmrks its site. The following pages are tuk 
from the report of Bir LH. Lawrence, who was stationed at Feroxe- 
pore during the carly yeara of the British occupation -— ,

The Ayin Akbar’, however, cannot (ca 
i pointed cat by Captain Lawrence) he comaidered a completes 
istical return ; while the position, extent, and importance of the 
rang, ia above described. give otrong grounds for belief that in 
wh times, and commanding then, aa now, one of the chief passages 
over the Sutlej, and being on the high rool between Labora and 
Delhi, Fororepore possessed at least a fortress of some kind ; and 
the name and chsreecter of Feroe Shoh* afford fair gens for 
suprising him to love been the founder, From lta position, 
Forozepore may linve been a mort forthe produce of the hiils 
and the rich eonntry between them and Amritsar ; but, being in 
the track of many of the hordes that ravaged the North West 
Provinces, the town and territory seetn to have suffered even 
more than the rest of the soeutey hontariog on the Sutlej.
